DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1 . Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 1 50 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc. 

2. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it has two paragraphs. 
Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 



3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 3-23 use the phrase "the" for limitations that have not been recited in the 
claim or in the claims that they depend from. 

5. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. Claim 1 has already established how the speed of the motor 
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and the amplitude and phase of the residual voltage will be estimated so the limitation of 
claim 2 is unclear. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 1 02(e)). 

7. Claims 1 -23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Garces 
(US Patent 6018225). 

Claims 1 and 3, Garces teaches a system for controlling an induction motor 
comprising current controller 14 for controlling the output current of the power converter 
based on the difference between a command current (Id*, lq*) and the current feedback 
signal (IdFbk, IqFbk), wherein the amplitude and phase of residual voltage of the AC 
motor (back emf voltage) and the angular frequency are determined by making the 
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command current signal equal to zero, as described in column 5 lines 35-67, column 6 
lines 60-67, and column 7 lines 1-57.

Claims 4-8, 11-15, and 17-23 Garces describes that when the current command j 
signal is equal to zero, the speed is determined using the time change of the voltage as 
described in column 7 lines 51-67 and column 8 lines 1-50. 

Claims 9-10, Garces describes in figure 1 a system for controlling induction 
motor 12, said system comprises current sensors for detecting current through the 
motor, controller 14 for controlling the that the detected motor current coincides with 
command current signals, a switching circuit 18 for switching the power converter based 
on voltage command that are generated by the current controller, and a speed 
estimating circuit for estimating the speed of the motor when the motor is turned off. 

Claim16, Garces describes in figure 1 a system for controlling induction motor 
12, said system comprises a power converter 16 for outputting power to the motor and a 
controller 14 for controlling the that the detected motor current coincides with command 
current signals, wherein a DC voltage is applied to the motor for a set period of time and 
the speed of the motor is calculated based on the frequency created by the induced 
voltage, as described in column 6 lines 23-60. 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The documents cited teach other systems for controlling 
induction motors.
